REPORT 


—OF THE— 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


For tHE YEAR EnpiInc Marcu Ist, 18838. 


It is a source of great satisfaction to your Committee in 
submitting his third annual report to the citizens of the town of 
Orford, that he is able to bear witness to a prosperous condi- 
tion in the cause of Common Schools. A generous appropria- 
tion of money was levied by tax upon our citizens at our annual 
meeting, above the rents due from public funds. Our Pruden- 
tial Committees generally have manifested care and anxiety in 
the selection of teachers, in the necessary repairs of the school 
houses, in a suitable degree of watchfulness with regard to the 
schools while in operation, as well as the lesser duties imposed 
upon this sometimes thankless office. 

Parents and guardians of our school children, and friends 
of education, have shown by their visits as recorded in our 
school registers, pleasant indications that they appreciate some- 
thing of the immense importance they are to have on the com- 
ing men and women of this town, alike in their individual 
relations in the state or elsewhere. To the unthinking, our 
Common School system, its laws, in their details, may seem as 
an annoyance in the shape of burdensome, needless taxation, 
while to the wise and best minds of our communities, they are 
no less than necessary pillars of our free institutions. 

Let all understand their true relations to the well being 
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and social order of all, the national prosperity in its varied in- 
terests, and none can be indifferent to their success. We can 
but recognize in our free school system the germ from which: 
have sprung under a kind Providence the great blessings, re- 
ligious, social and political, we are permitted to enjoy. With 
what strong emotion they appeal to us in their mission to equal- 
ize privitege alike to the voung, be they children of the wealthy 
or poor. Through their doors the temple of learning is opey 
to all, the chiid of the richest citizen side by side with the child 
of the,joorest, meet on a common level, started and directed 
oy the same fostering care, through the opportunities our 
schools afford, until fitted for higher advantages, for develop- 
ment, and become competitors for places of position, trust and 
honor. A thought is here reiterated which was presented in my 
former report. J. W. Patterson, our State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, in his report called special attention to it: 
the question of retaining the present number of school districts, 
or concentrating them. I believe the intelligence and disin- 
terestedness of our citizens ought to decide their limits. 

If I can say nothing new to teachers, I can bring facts to 
their minds worthy of consideration. Teachers are placed in a 
responsible position, and their aim should be higher than the 
pay they are to receive. Some who have taught the past year, 
should learn to impart knowledge with more ease, and govern 
their schools more successfully. While in some schools the 
appearance was praiseworthy, the orderly and quiet manner in 
which the recitations were conducted, affording evidence of a 
presence of a law not of force, but of respect for the teacher, 
in other schools the opposite might be seen, the teacher 
lacking energy, the scholars imbibing the spirit, and the whole 
machinery of the school room showing a heavy and lumbering 
movement. Some teacuers fail to encourage the backward.pu- 
pils under their care, and use more labor with the forward ones. 
In no case is this commendable. The plodder often outstrips 
the forward youth. Both require the same courtesy and atten- 
tion. Others help the scholars to answer the questions, and 
put them in a way to say yes or no. While others are not thor-

cugh in their recitations, their eyes must be on their text-book 
without thought of application or illustration. 

The scholars in District No. 9 who from whatever cause 
were deprived from the privileges of the winter term of school, 
iost the services of an excellent teacher. A daily record of the 
conduct and recitations of each scholar during the school, the 
same carried to their parents, was a stimulus for seif-respect 
and respect to others. This was required by the teacher in 
District No. 1. Very fine specimens of map drawing were ex- 
hibited as the production of the larger pupils in District. No, 3. 
The most thorough drill in reading is being taught in District’s 
No. 2. and 14. The Roll of Honor numbers forty-two pupils.
